Sir  : — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  Feeble-Minded 
Youth,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  has  the  honor  to  submit  this  its  forty-second 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1920,  together  with 
a  detailed  account  of  its  operations,  as  shown  by  the  annual  report  of  its 
acting  superintendent,  following  with  various  statistical  exhibits,  to  which 
your  attention  is  respectfully  directed. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  terms  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  reported  last 
year  have  carried  over  and  the  reorganization  at  the  regular  last  May 
meeting  of  the  Board  was  continued  as  follows : 


The  Board  has  as  usual  taken  action  on  all  occasions  with  complete  ac- 
cord and  relations  have  been  most  pleasant.  Three  of  the  members  of  this 
Board  have  been  in  almost  continuous  service  for  twenty  years  or  more  and 
have  exhibited  a  personal  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  at  all 
times. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  George  S.  Bliss,  superintendent  of  the  Institution 
since  the  death  of  Albert  E.  Carroll  in  1912,  was  accepted  and  by  agreement 
made  effective  March  1,  1920.  Melvin  Druckemiller  was  at  that  time  ap- 
pointed acting  Superintendent  and  has  continued  in  that  position  through 
the  year.  He  has  served  under  three  superintendents  in  various  capacities 
and  is  well  qualified  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  School. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Taylor,  resident  physician,  resigned  just  previous  to  March  1, 
1920,  and  his  duties  were  assumed  by  Dr.  Charles  G.  Beall,  a  most  success- 
ful local  physician  who  formerly  headed  the  medical  staff  of  the  School. 

Dr.  Lew  DeHaven,  chief  engineer  for  about  eighteen  years,  retired  from 
the  services  of  the  School  during  the  summer. 

The  management  of  the  active  operations  of  the  farms  belonging  to  the 
School  have  been  under  the  personal  care  of  James  G.  Jackson  during  the 
present  crop  year,  and  results  have  been  most  gratifying,  as  appended 
reports  will  show.  The  immense  quantities  of  milk,  pork,  fruits  and  farm 
and  garden  produce  have  helped  to  keep  down  the  cost  per  capita  expendi- 
tures. 

The  heads  of  the  various  other  departments  have  remained  about  the 
same  as  the  previous  year  and  have  rendered  valuable  services  to  the  wards 
of  the  state.

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The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Institution  has  been  uniformly  good 
throughout  the  year ;  the  deaths  numbered  but  twenty -five,  which  is  rate  of 
one  and  eight-tenths  per  cent  against  a  ten  year  average  of  three  and  thir- 
teen-hundredths  per  cent  and  is  remarkable  considering  the  character  and 
class  of  our  population.  We  have  had  epidemics  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles 
during  the  year,  but  with  the  care  and  attention  given  each  individual  case 
by  our  medical  staff  and  nurses  we  are  pleased  to  report  but  three  fatal 
cases  out  of  a  total  of  ninety-six. 

The  same  condition,  which  has  confronted  us  for  the  past  two  years  as  to 
the  scarcity  of  labor  and  high  wages  paid  by  outside  industries  and  other 
institutions,  has  made  the  labors  of  the  management  particularly  arduous 
and  has  required  its  constant  attention  in  order  to  keep  all  its  departments 
working  satisfactorily. 

Our  average  daily  population  during  the  year  has  remained  stationary  as 
we  have  kept  all  beds  occupied.  We  have  accepted,  pending  room,  during 
the  year,  eighty-three  applications  for  admission,  and  have  received  sixty- 
six  children  from  acceptances  on  file.  However,  we  find  we  now  have  one 
hundred  and  sixteen  applications  on  file  accepted  pending  room,  and  as 
the  Institution  is  filled  to  capacity  we  are  not  able  to  receive  additional 
inmates  except  as  vacancies  are  made-by  withdrawal  or  death.  This  is  the 
same  condition  as  has  obtained  during  the  several  years  past,  and  we  have 
not  been  able  to  accommodate  many  worthy  cases  on  account  of  a  lack  of 
room. 

EXPENDITURES. 
We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  per  capita  maintenance  cost  for  last 
year  of  but  $206.00,  which,  with  but  a  few  exceptions,  was  the  lowest  in  the 
country  for  similar  institutions,  and  which  shows  that  strict  economy  was 
practiced  throughout  the  year  and  no  expenditures  made  except  for  neces- 
sities. 

The  last  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  adjourned  soon  after  the  close 
of  the  great  world  war,  and  thinking  perhaps  commodity  prices  might  revert 
to  pre-war  standards,  appropriated  for  out  Institution  on  the  1916  basis

Expenditures  from  the  Repair  and  Painting  fund  were  the  same  as  for  the 
last  several  years,  amounting  to  $10,000.00.  Expenditures  were  made  from 
the  Black  Hawk  Farm  Improvement  Fund  amounting  to  $4,480.67,  for 
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drain  tile  and  ditching,  fence  and  fence  posts,  and  a  hog  house  and  feeding 
floor,  and  some  improvement  on  old  buildings. 

The  industrial  switch  was  laid  from  State  street  car  line  to  the  coal  bin, 
so  that  carload  materials,  coal  and  supplies  can  be  unloaded  on  our  own 
grounds.   Expenditures  from  this  fund  this  year  amounted  to  $4,722.52. 

Materials  and  part  of  the  equipment  for  the  extension  to  the  Colony  Farm 
dairy  barn  were  purchased,  amounting  to  $2,552.95.  This  building  is  to  be 
erected  and  the  equipment  installed  during  the  summer  of  1921.

Regular  Appropriations. 

1.  Maintenance  Fund: 

The  Maintenance  Fund  for  each  year  of  the  next  biennial  period  should 
be  at  least  $225.00  per  capita  on  a  basis  of  1,400  inmates  and  $225.00  per 
annum  for  all  inmates  in  excess  of  a  daily  average  attendance  of  1,400 ; 
the  excess  daily  average  to  be  approved  by  Board  of  State  Charities.  This 
Institution  has  been  gradually  growing  until  now  it  is  the  largest  in  the 
state.   We  will  need  per  annum  for  Maintenance  $315,000.00. 

2.  Repairs  and  Painting  Fund  : 

The  cost  of  paints,  building  repair  materials,  boiler  and  engine  room  re- 
pairs, etc.,  and  labor  have  advanced  until  the  physical  equipment  of  the 
Institution  cannot  be  kept  in  reasonably  efficient  repairs  on  the  former 
appropriation  based  on  pre-war  prices.  For  the  next  biennial  period  we  will 
need  per  annum  for  Repairs  and  Painting  $15,000.00. 

3.  Emergency  Maintenance  Fund  : 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1921,  this  Institution  will  need 
an  additional  specific  maintenance  appropriation  of  $115,000.00.  The  price 
of  coal  and  freight  rates  on  all  commodities  has  advanced  far  beyond  the 
cost  of  last  year  when  we  had  a  deficit  of  $86,707.84  in  our  maintenance 
fund.  The  annual  consumption  of  coal  is  about  11.500  tons,  and  this  item 
alone  will  cost  from  $70,000.00  to  $75,000.00,  against  $21,487.07  in  1916, 
and  $45,143.92  in  1920.  During  the  war  period  worn  out  rugs,  furniture, 
ranges,  machinery,  etc.,  were  not  replaced  on  account  of  high  prices  and 
the  Institution  shows  the  effect  of  this  economy.  This  Emergency  Main- 
tenance Fund  should  be  made  available  April  1,  1921,  amounting  to  $115,- 

000.  00. 

4.  Emergency  Repairs  and  Painting  Fund : 

Our  usual  repairs  and  painting  fund  of  $10,000.00  was  practically  ex- 
hausted this  last  year  during  the  first  nine  months'  period.  It  costs  about 
$1,000.00  at  this  time  to  re-flue  one  150-horse-power  boiler.  To  take  care 
of  boiler,  engine  room,  roof  and  gutter  repairs  and  painting,  we  should  have 
an  emergency  appropriation  of  at  least  $5,000.00.  This  amount  to  be  made 
available  April  1,  1921. 

SPECIFIC  APPROPRIATIONS. 

1.  To  Complete  Drainage  on  Black  Hawk  Farm  Fund : 

There  remains  to  be  tiled  182  acres  of  the  339  acres  of  Black  Hawk  Farm 
recently  purchased.   To  place  the  laterals  100  feet  apart  requires  about  30 


rods  of  tile  to  each  acre,  as  follows :

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182  acres  at  $33.01  per  acre  will  cost  $6,007.82.  This  tile  has  been  furn- 
ished by  the  Indiana  State  Farm.  We  respectfully  ask  an  appropriation 
for  drainage  of  $6,000.00.   This  fund  to  be  available  October  1,  1921. 

2.  Black  Hawk  Farm  Colony  Building  and  Equipment  Fund : 

There  should  be  a  suitable  building  constructed  on  the  Black  Hawk  Farm 
of  339  acres  to  house  and  provide  for  about  fifty  boys  and  the  necessary 
farm  employes.  This  will  require  a  two  story  structure  about  30  feet  by 
100  feet,  and  a  one  story  wing  about  30  feet  by  50  feet  with  boys'  day  room, 
dining  room,  dormitory  and  employes'  quarters  and  furnishing.  The  pres- 
ent living  quarters  on  the  Black  Hawk  Farm  have  consisted  for  three  years 
of  a  small  two-story  farm  house  and  a  shed  remodeled  for  sleeping  quarters 
for  about  thirteen  boys.  For  this  new  building  and  equipment  we  will 
require  $50,000.00.    This  fund  to  be  made  available  October  1,  1921. 

3.  Bath  and  Toilet  Room  Repair  Fund : 

The  old  plumbing  in  the  original  buildings  of  the  Institution,  the  Admin- 
istration Building  and  the  East  and  West  wings  is  very  unsanitary  and 
needs  to  be  replaced  with  new  work  as  fast  as  possible.  Not  only  the  lava- 
tories and  flumes,  but  the  floors  are  in  places  in  very  bad  condition.  Our 
small  annual  repair  fund  has  not  allowed  us  to  keep  these  repairs  made  as 
they  should  have  been  done.  For  this  Emergency  Bath  and  Toilet  Repair 
Fund  we  will  require  $12,000.00.  This  amount  should  be  available  April  1, 
1921. 

4.  Electric  Wiring  Fund  : 

The  electric  wiring  in  the  original  buildings,  the  Administration  Build- 
ing and  East  and  West  Wings  is  a  constant  fire  menace,  most  of  it  consisting 
of  the  old  knob  and  tube  system  in  use  thirty  years  ago.  For  the  sake  of 
protection  to  the  buildings  and  the  security  of  the  occupants  this  wiring 
should  be  made  to  conform  to  the  standard  code.  For  this  purpose  we  need 
$10,000.00.   This  fund  should  be  available  April  1,  1921. 

5.  Coal  Storage  Pit  Fund  : 

In  using  Indiana  coal  it  is  impossible  to  store  it  for  a  very  long  period  in 
large  deep  piles  on  account  of  spontaneous  combustion.  For  the  purpose 
of  building  a  pit  with  concrete  bottom  and  side  walls  and  constructing  a 
coal  dump  trestle  from  the  industrial  siding  switch  we  will  require  a  fund 
of  $6,000.00.  This  fund  should  be  available  October  1,  1921. 

6.  Raising  Coal  Bin  and  Constructing  Coal  Dump  Trestle : 

It  is  necessary  at  this  time  to  hand  shovel  all  coal  unloaded  for  our  heat- 
ing plant  when  most  of  the  cars  could  be  dumped  if  the  roof  of  the  coal 
bin  were  elevated  and  the  walls  built  up  higher  and  a  trestle  track  built 
through  the  bin  so  the  coal  cars  could  be  run  through  the  bin.  This  would 
effect  a  great  economy  in  unloading  coal  cars  and  saving  car  service  charges. 
For  this  purpose  we  will  require  $8,000.00.  This  fund  should  be  available 
April  1,  1921. 

7.  Dehydrating  and  Canning  Plant  Fund : 

The  Institution  could  provide  and  store  away  for  future  use  surplus 
quantities  of  fruit  and  vegetables  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  and  should 
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be  provided  with  a  canning  shed  with  a  compartment  for  preparing  fruits 
and  vegetables  for  canning  by  cold  pack  process  in  steam  retorts  and  for 
dehydrating  certain  fruits  and  vegetables.  This  wooden  shed  with  con- 
crete floor  24x60  feet  should  be  built  and  equipped  for  $1,500.00.  This  fund 
should  be  available  April  1,  1921. 

8.  Water  Softener  Machinery  and  Repair  Fund : 

The  Institution  water  softener  built  about  ten  years  ago  was  not  equipped 
with  efficient  mixing  apparatus  and  offtake  system  and  for  this  reason  has 
not  been  in  use  except  for  water  storage  and  we  have  been  denied  soft  water 
for  laundry,  bath  and  kitchen  use.  This  softener  can  be  put  into  service 
with  a  new  and  efficient  equipment  for  $2,500.00.  This  fund  should  be 
available  April  1,  1921. 

9.  Brick  Making  Fund  : 

The  cost  of  commercial  brick  is  most  prohibitive  to  Institutions  and  we 
should  be  able  to  make  our  own  brick  at  about  one-half  the  price  now  in 
effect.  To  repair  our  yards  and  make  three  kilns  of  brick  for  building  pur- 
poses here  we  will  require  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00.  This  fund  should 
be  available  April  1,  1921.

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The  high  prices  that  have  prevailed  during  the  last  few  years,  coupled 
with  the  necessity  for  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  funds  and  supplies,  and 
the  shortage  and  unrest  of  the  labor  and  help  situation,  have  all  had  their 
influence  in  making  more  difficult  the  problems  of  institutional  manage- 
ment, not  only  in  this  Institution  but  throughout  the  entire  country.  Many 
of  the  older,  efficient  employes  have  found  positions  in  other  lines  of  work 
and  new  ones  have  had  to  learn  institutional  work.  This  shifting  process 
always  absorbs  a  great  deal  of  the  time  and  thought  of  the  supervising  offi- 
cers. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  conditions  will  soon  right  themselves  so  that 
most  all  of  the  time  and  energy  of  the  employes  may  be  directed  to  the 
care  and  development  of  our  wards,  which  should  be  our  great  concern. 

The  population  of  the  Institution  has  remained  about  the  same  as  during 
the  previous  year.  It  was  reduced  some  by  our  sending  to  the  new  Indiana 
Farm  Colony  for  Feeble-Minded  at  Butlerville,  twenty  of  our  working  adult 
males  on  March  30,  1920,  and  will  again  be  decreased  upon  the  transfer  of 
fifteen  more  of  the  older  working  boys  about  October  5,  1920.  This  will  en- 
able us  to  receive  most  of  the  boys  now  on  our  waiting  list,  except  the  lower 
grades  that  have  been  accepted  pending  room  in  the  Institution.  We  have 
several  applications  accepted  pending  room  in  both  the  younger  and  adult 
female  departments,  as  you  will  notice  in  the  movement  of  population  table. 

The  school  department  had  several  handicaps  to  overcome  during  the 
year,  including  a  change  of  principals  on  account  of  ill  health  of  the  first 
principal  and  later,  sickness  of  the  present  principal,  also  a  combination 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles  that  started  late  in  the  school  year. 
Throughout  the, year  the  Splendid  cooperation  of  our  corps  of  teachers  had 
much  to  do  toward  the  success  of  this  department.  All  children  of  the  In- 
stitution come  in  contact  with  the  teachers  and  school  department  in  many 
ways  and  are  helped  along  by  weekly  entertainments,  or  picture  shows, 
weekly  general  singing  classes,  Sunday  chapel  exercises,  etc.  Most  of  the 
regular  school  children  attend  school  one-half  day  and  then  have  extra  time 
in  gymnasium,  domestic  science,  domestic  art,  rug  and  basket  weaving  and 
drawing  classes.  Many  of  the  children  past  school  age  have  these  special 
classes,  and  also  play  in  the  boys'  band  and  girls'  orchestra  and  have  special 
piano  and  voice  training. 

That  the  medical  department  has  been  well  conducted  during  the  year  is 
evidenced  by  the  unusually  low  death  rate.  The  former  resident  physician 
resigned  March  1,  1920,  and  although  we  have  not  yet  filled  this  position, 
the  health  and  medical  treatment  of  the  children  and  employes  have  been 
most  satisfactorily  taken  care  of  through  the  efforts  of  doctors  Charles  G. 
Beall,  now  resident  consultant,  and  Nellie  Hanaway,  physician  in  direct 
charge,  and  the  efficient  organization  of  hospital  nurses  and  workers.  There 
were  seventy  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  with  no  deaths,  and  thirty-three  cases 
of  measles,  with  three  deaths  from  pneumonia  complications.  Mortality 
and  morbidity  tables  follow,  showing  the  number  of  deaths  and  their  causes 
and  other  detail  information. 

The  dental  work  has  been  carried  on  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Weatherholt  who  dur- 
ing the  later  part  of  the  year  was  employed  to  give  only  one  day  of  his 
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time  each  week  to  the  most  urgent  cases.  A  detail  table  follows  showing 
tjie  work  done  in  this  department. 

Religious  exercises,  during  which  the  children  participate  with  their  songs 
and  verses,  have  been  conducted  each  Sunday  morning  except  a  few  days 
during  the  summer  months.  These  are  made  as  interesting  as  possible  and 
most  of  the  children  thoroughly  enjoy  them.  Appropriate  services  are  con- 
ducted for  funerals  of  inmates  buried  in  the  Institution  cemetery. 

Recreation  in  the  form  of  games  is  encouraged  in  the  gymnasium  and  on 
the  playgrounds.  Our  boys  enjoy  baseball  from  early  spring  to  late  fall  and 
some  develop  into  fairly  good  players.  All  holidays  are  observed  and 
celebrated  with  fitting  ceremonies. 

Our  farming  operations  this  year  have  been  most  successful.  This  has 
been  the  result  of  a  combination  of  good  management  and  good  weather, 
and  all  the  farm  employes  and  boys  have  taken  an  unusual  interest  in  the 
work.  We  have  filled  our  five  silos,  holding  about  675  tons  of  ensilage 
and  have  a  total  of  about  eighty-eight  acres  of  corn  left  to  husk  on  both 
farms.  The  quantities  of  milk  have  been  increased  from  575,477  lbs.  in  1919 
to  619,686  lbs.  in  1920,  and  dressed  pork,  from  26,487  to  33,443  lbs.  The 
garden  and  orchards  have  yielded  excellent  crops.  The  farm  and  garden 
reports  attached  show  the  quantities  and  estimated  values  of  products  to 
the  end  of  September,  1920. 

Financial  reports  appended  show  the  moneys  drawn  from  and  covered 
into  the  state  treasury,  and  detailed  classifications  of  expenditures  and  earn- 
ings. 

On  account  of  our  regular  appropriation  for  maintenance  being  so  low  it 
was  necessary  to  have  this  supplemented  from  the  governor's  emergency 
fund  and  also  by  the  special  legislature  called  to  help  out  most  of  the  state 
institutions.  It  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  an  emergency  appropriation 
from  the  next  regular  session  both  for  maintenance,  and  repairs  and  paint- 
ing to  cover  our  actual  needs  for  the  year  1921,  not  sufficiently  covered  by 
regular  former  appropriations.  The  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  has 
been  $206.68,  and  repairs  and  painting,  $7.15. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  various  other  tables  and  reports  of  in- 
dustries that  follow. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  all  the  time  and 
kind  consideration  given  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  and  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  of  loyalty  and  cooperation  of  all  the  employes  and  friends 
of  the  School.
